Manuscripts Due March 26 
and April 5 Date Set 
for Speeches 

The Davis Prize Speaking Contact 
sponsored annually by the Public 
Speaking Department of the University 
will this year ba held on Tuesday, April 
6. ' Manuscripts fop the orations must 
be submitted at the public speaking de- 
partment office on the third floor of 
building Q before Saturday, March 26. 

The Davlgt prizes were founded in 
1847 by Honorable Isaac Davis, of 
Massachusetts, and consist of three 
prizes amounting tp $16. 810, and $B, 
respectively. The student may choaee 
any subject and must write an original 
and persuasive oration and then deliver 
it at the contest. Speeches must 
be ten minute* in length and only se- 
niors are eligible. 

The orations have had a most re- 
markable history and many people 
prominent in the District today have 
competed for the prizes during the last 
80-odd years, tn the early days of the 
competition the Contest was divided 
into two parts, one for men and one 
for women, because it was not thought 
fitting for women to appear upon the 
platform. Their contest was limited to 
essay writing and the prizes were 
awarded for the best written without 
regard for speaking ability. /

Will GiVe Lecture 

Gearge Washing ton to Sponsor Address 
on Goethe by’ Well-known Poet 

Gerhart Hoptmann, famous Germsn 
dramatist who has come to the United 
States through the efforts of the Car- 
negie Foundaion and Colombia Univer- 
sity, will deliver a lecture on "Goethe,” 
the well known German poet, on March 
8, at 8 o’clock in Constitution Hall. 
He will make only four lectures while 
in this country, at Columbia, Harvard, 
Johns Hopkins and George Washing- 
ton. 

Hoptmann won the Nobel prize m 
1912, has received honorary degrees 
from many universities and will re-

Dean Van Vleck, Elmer Louis Kayser 
Recall Days of Prize-Winning Oratory 


Announcement of the Davis Prize 


8 peaking Contest made this week by 
the Public Speaking department calls 
to mind two former winners of the con- 
test who are now famous on the cam- 
pus. According to the records Doan 
William C. Van Vleck asd Professor 
Elmer Louis Kayser, who are both well 
known faculty orators today, mad* their 
debut as speakers many years ago in 
this contest. 

Back in 1908 Dean Van Vleck, then 
in Columbian Cqllage, entered the con- 
test- and won second prize. The Dean, 
when asked for a copy of his oration, 
remarked that 1908 was a long time 
ago and that a hunt through his im- 
portant papers failed to reveal the fa- 
mous document 1 

Professor Elmer Louis Kayser, win- 
ner in 1917, took better care of his 
speech and proudly brought It forth as 
an example of the type of oratory for 
which he used to be famous. His 
■peach on “The Position of th* Su- 
preme Court in Our Constitutional 
System” la extremely uninteresting 


compared with the speeches he has re- 
cently delivered on the campus. It is 
not characteristic of the Elmer Louis 
of today. 

Here is Professor Ksyser’s state- 
ment: “1 am glad to lend you a copy of 
my Davis Prize Speech which won the 
first award in 1917. I have not reed it 
over in the intervening 16 years, and 
I do not know what it would sound like. 
However, here It is. 

“81ncerely yours, 

"ELMER LOUIS KAYSER.” 

- His oration is seven page* long. 
Imagine Professor Kayser attempting 
a speech like this: “. . . The expound- 
er* of the Constitution hold an officer 
under it of little less importance than 
it* framers. . . . The Fathers, though 
dead, live in that body which has be- 
come the center of their creation and 
guide th* destinies of the nation a* 
truly as when they sat in solemn delib- 
eration while all th* world wondered.”

George Washington University’s basketball team completed its 
schedule Saturday night with a record of eleven victories and four 
defeats, a total that marks the team as the best ever lo represent 
the University. 1 ' 

Although closing the campaign 
with , a rather disheartening northern 
trip m which they lost three games in 
succession, the Colonials won every 
game oh the home floor. Chalking 
up ten victories in a row before tast- 
ing defeat, it was the strongest team 
in this section on the home battlefield. 

Opening the season with a 44-27 
victory Over Shenandoah, the G. W. 
men mowed down the Marines in their 
second encounter 39-27, in a fast, ex. 
citing battle of giants irt the H Street 
gym. Five days later in a return con- 
tact at Quantico the Colonials turned 
in a decisive 69-81 victory over the 
Devil Dogs. 

St. Josephs and Villanova from 
Philadelphia were the next opponents 
in the Colonial gym, initiating a four 
game siege of George Washington by 
the ranking teams in the country and 
reaching the peak of the schedule for 
home contests. On successive nights 
the Colonials downed St. Josephs and 
Villanova 43-26 and 86-26 respectively. 

Triumph Over Duquesne 
Continuing their streak tl)e Varsity 
triumphed over the unbeaten Duquesne 
five 48-27 in a game well played from 
start to finish. , 

DePaul came from Chicago with an 
impressive record, including victories 
over Southern California and Notre 
Dame to threaten the Colonials un- 
beaten record. / . , 

This team, offering a short-passing 
attach, played the Colonials to a stand- 
still, holding a 18-12. advantage at 
half-time. J 

The second half Was a different 
story. Coach Pixiee’s men starting 
with a rush gained the lead, stopped 
the visitors’ attack cold for five min- 
utes, and eked out a 86-28 victory. 

After an oaay 60-28 victory over 
i.ynchburZ the Colonials defeated a 


a 88-32 victory that snapped the Co- 
lonial winning streak at ten games. 
The superiority of the winners was 
demonstrated throughout and they 
presented a vastly improved quint over 
the one G; W. defeated a month pre- 
viously. 

Returning home for an unimpres- 
sive 48-34 victory over Wake Forest, 
George Washington seemed unable to 
click steadily in their final local effort. 
Fans awaited rather duhlously the re- 
sults of a northern trip which was to 
close the season. And then the results 
began to come in. Three games werr 
lost by the total margin of five points. 

Despite this nnfortunate climax of 
an otherwise successful campaign, the 
University can justly feel elated over
